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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

In response to the Notice of Allowance of January 18, 2005, Applicant submits the 
following comments on the statement of reasons for allowance. 

The Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance stated that independent claims 1, 9 
and 17 "require a means for positioning the pin" and that, f, [i]n accordance with 35 U.S.C. 
112(6), the means for positioning in claims 1, 9, and 17 are defined by claims 6, 14 and 21, 
respectively." It is true that claims 6, 14, and 21 depend from independent claims 1, 9, and 17 
respectively. But it is improper to import limitations of dependent claims 6, 14, and 21 into 
independent claims 1, 9, and 17. Instead, the limitations of independent claims 1, 9, and 17 are 
to be interpreted under proper claim construction jurisprudence.
